He was born on a farm near the village of Blooming Grove, Morrow county, Ohio, November 
2, 1865, the eldest of eight children. His father, George T. Harding, was,a country doctor whose 
forebears came from Scotland. Before going to Ohio the Hardings were residents of Pennsylvania, 
where some of them were massacred by Indians. Others fought in the Revolutionary War. The 
mother of Warren, Mrs. Phoebe Dickerson, was descended from an old-time Holland Dutch fam- 
ily, the Van Kirks. 

In his youth Warren Harding lived the life of a farmer boy, attending the village school until 
14 years of age, when he entered Ohio Central College of Iberia, from which he was graduated. 
As editor of the college paper he first displayed a talent for journalism. He was obliged to stop 
school now and then and earn the money with which to pursue his college course. Alt one time he 
cut corn, at another painted barns and at still another drove a team and helped to grade the road- 
bed of a new railway.

Mr. Harding has twice represented the Thirteenth Senatorial District of Ohio in the State ™ 
Legislature*and served one term as Lieutenant-Governor. At the 1914 election he was elected 
United States Senator by a majority of more than 100,000, running 73,000 ahead of the next 
highest on the ticket. In the Senate he is a member of the Committee on Foreign Relations.

LIVING -TRAGEDIBS. 

They are the living tragedies of 
national policies, and Chicago this 
week has fairly crawled with them. 
It was a hard week upon them, too, 
what with the heat and the jams 
and the man-killing Chicago  taxi- 
cabs, and worst of all the absence 
from his former favorite haunts of 
old John Barleycorn, the brass 
rafis upon which they might have 
rested their tired old insteps, have 
vanished, and the cooling scuttle of 
suds has Lecome but 4 fond, sweet, 
gad memory.

MONTREAL, June 12.—Amid tre- 
mendous applause the American 
Federation of Labor at its annual 
convention here today adpoted a re- 
port condemning the Repulican 
convention in Chicago.for turning 
its back on labor in adopting its 
platform. ' 

Mr. Gompers announced that the 
executivé counci] has directed that 
labor’s demands submitted to the 
Republican convention be presented 
in identical form to the Democratic 
National Convention. 

The Republican convention has 
turned its back upon labor and has 
adopted a platform defiant in its 


calculated to secure for them great- 
er advantages and privileges, Sam- 
vel Gompers and Matthew Woll, 
president aad vice-president of the 
American Federation of Labor, de- 
clared here today in statement 
presented at the fede n’s annual 
convention. 

“The labor declaration of the plat- 
form, as adopted, they asserted, pro- 
poses an industria] enslavement and 
an abrogation of rights as precious 
as life itself. : 

While there is in the platform a 
certain shrewdness in selection of 
language, there is never any oppor- 
tunity for doubt as to the true 
meaning of their provisions relating 
to labor, they added. 

The statement vigorously assails 
the Reputticans for neglecting ant!- 
— legisiation recommenda-

“The Republican platform prac- 
tically ignores the profiteer.”’ the 
statement added, “and, while recog- 
nizing the evils of currency inflation, 
offers nob remedy for that condition. 
Specific proposals submitted by la- 
bor for relief from the high cost of 
living and profiteering are given no 
place in the platform.”

More Money is Required in 
Arizona for Paving. 


The $4,000,000 Voted by 


Located at Phoenix. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

PHOENIX, June 12.-Though 
there is appreciation that $4,000,000 
voted in bonds by Maricopa county 
will little more than do half the 283 
Milles of proposed road construction, 
there is to be a start made at once by 
the contractors, the Twohy brothers. 
They are moving in a half-million 
dollars’ worth of construction ma- 
ehinery, including a rock-crushing 


tation that an additional bond issue 
will be made later to finish the pro- 
gram outlined. It ig understood that 
the first work is to be construction 
éf the South Central Highway, from 
Phoenix to a point five miles south- 
ward, across Salt River. 

Something of a let-up is known in 
paving operations within the city. 
There is full willingness of the prop- 
erty owners for paving and scores of 
miles have been signed and the pe- 
titions have been filed with the City 
Commission. But contracts have to 
be on prices double those known last 
year, concrete and other material are 
hard to get and railroad cars often 
are not. ayailable, labor is hard to as-

The material will be brought 
from near Winkelman, where the 
company owns 4000 acres of gyp- 
sum- bearing ground. The plant is to 
be in*operation by September. 

The city of Phoenix budget for the 
coming year will not include the 
usual appropriation for the benefit 
of the advertising fund of the State 
Fair. Last year $3000 was appro- 
priated for this purpose. Provision 
of $40,000 for a new armory for the 
National Guard is to be made by a 
bond issue that may carry a number 
of other items. No appropriation 
has been made for a free employ- 
ment bureau.

OASIS TO CLOSE. 
[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 

TUCBON (Ariz.) June 13.—Rossi's 
is to Close June 15. It was more 
than a restaurant. For more than 
thirty years it has been an institu- 
tion, an oasis in the southwestern 


desert of eating places. In reality, it 
Was started thirty-seven years ago, 
though it was a few years before the 
restaurant was known better than a 
saloon. It was a place where good 
wine was joined to properly pre- 
pared food, served well in a place of 
good fellowship. It flourished best 
in the old days, when it was at the 
upper end of a row of gambling 
places, when money was free- 
ly spent and when the gamblers, 
miners, cattlemen and drummers 
alike fiocked to what was known 
as the place where anything 
was to be had in the way of either 
food or drink. It was hard hit by 
prohibition and by the antigambling 
laws. Roletti, the junior partner, 
retired, went to Los Afigeles and 
thereafter died. Alex Rossi re- 
mained, but has found the new con- 
ditions irksome. So he will close his 
doors and will journey back for a 
stay in his native land of Italy, there 
to drink wine to his heart's content, 
there possibly to make his home, 
with his four sisters. But he says 
he will return. 
PRISONERS TO GO HUNGRY? 
The city thorities are unable to 
get bids for feeding the city prison- 
ers, and the Chief of Police has been 
compelled to send out for meals, a la 
carte, for his guests. The city used 
to pay 22 cents a meal. The county 
now pays 85 cents. It ie told tha: in 
the old days, when helpings were 
bountiful, enough was left on the 
plates of restaurant patrons to reap- 
pear in another form, possibly as 
“mulligan,” for the jail occupants. 
But now the portions are 66 small in 
restarants and the prices are-so high 
that few fragments go back to the 
kitchen. Food for the prisoners has 
to be prepared freshly, and hence 
the reluctance to contract.

Shot and Robbed; Body Left 
in Hay Pile in Hills. 


Sheriff's Men in Hot Hunt for 
They 


Dead Man a Son of Heir to 
Great De Baker Estate.

With two bullet holes in the head, 
the body of Chalmers 8. Couts, 32 
years of age, 1146 East Thirty-fifth 
street, younger brother of Deputy 
Sheriff R. Lee Couts, was found yes- 
terdav under a pile of hay in a can- 
yon in Coyote Pass, about a mile 
from the Midwick Coufitry Club, 
Officers who were immediately de- 
talled on the case stated that evi- 
dently he had been murdered some 
time’ Thursgay afternoon or night. 
His money and watch had been 
taken. .A man whom Mr. Couts in- 
tended to meet iast Thursday is 
now being hunted and an arrest is 
expected. 

This is the second tragedy of the 
sort that has come to the Coutg 
family. Five years ago Deputy Con- 
stable Anthony Bryan Couts, dn- 
other brother of Deputy Couts, was 
shot and killed by M. L. Machado 
while serving a writ of attachment 
in a North Main-street rooming 
houge. Machado is serving a ten- 
years’ sentence in San Quentin for 
the killing. 

Chaimers Couts’s body was found 
by Hans and Harry estberg, 135 
Vast Avente 36, of the fam- 
ily, who had been searching for him 
since last Friday night. The slain 
man was last seen Thursday morn- 
ing when he talked with his brother 
James. When he had been missing 
more than a day, relatives became 
alarmed and the hunt was started. 


CARTRIDGES FOUND. 


Tmmediately after the remains 
were discovered, Deputy Couts, sev- 
eral other deputy sheriffs and the 
two Westbergs visited the scene of 
the killing. There were no signs of 
a struggle, but two empty .38-cali- 
ber cartridges and the traces left by 
an automobile were found. The 
wheel tracks, it is believed, were 
made by Mr. Couts’a car. It was 
warned, that? the bod, had 
woen ro'led about 100 yaris to the 
place of ccncealment und the hay 
and that everything of value had 
heen taken from the pocsets, which 
were turned inside out.

Chalmers Couts who was 
a plastering contractor, had work to 
do there and also in the neighbor- 
hood where he was killed. It ir 
known that a dice game has been 
played there frequently by men wit’ 
whom Mr. Couts was acquainted. 

He leaves a widow, two children 
a mother and brothers and sisterr 
The widow, who wag ill with worry 
because of his disappearance, war 
not told of the tragedy for severa! 
hours after the body was found. 
Then she was taken to the residence 
of Deputy Couts, 3447 Sixth avenue, 
and there the news was broken to 
her. She was nearly prostrated 
and last night was in a serious con- 
dition. Her father, John W. Mcr 
Carty of Buena Park, waa notified 
and came to the city to join her. 

Chalmers Couts was born at Sanh 
Diego, but had lived practically al’ 
his life in Los Angeles county.

Jones Act, Now Law, Hailed 
as Sovereign Measure- — 


| Is Most Constructive Marine 


Legislation in Years. 


Its Protective Features as 
Adequate as Subsidies. 


The Jones merchant marine bill, 
recently enacted by Congress, is re- 
garded by local shipping men as the 
most ‘constructive marine legislation

. When any select company of thinkers 
is told that this is the most extraordinary 
era of change and transformation through 
which the world hag ever passed it yawns 
and chants languidly, “Tell me the old, old 
story.” For the fact is too true and trite 
to admit of argument. 

But if anyone starts to assign a cause 
for these phenomenal effects a lively in- 
terest is at once aroused and everyone is 
anxious to be heard. In the abstract there 
afte many contributory reasons; in the con- 
crete there is one overwhelming fact. 

' The main untranquillizer of old-time con- 
ditions, the biggest single disturber of twen- 
tieth-century civilization, the mightiest 
agent in the social convulsions of the new 
order, the most potent regenerator for mak- 


ing over the human nature of yesteryear, 


the deus ex machina that controls the hopes 
and fears and destinies of millions of rest- 
less, unsettled individuals is the mighty, 
modern, universally-accepted automobile. 

There is hardly a phase of modern life 
into which the automobile does not enter. 
It has absorbed at least one-tenth of the 
male workers of. the country—drageced 
them from ot'1er occupations, from farms 
and shops—has shaken the industry of the 
land and thrown its production out of gear. 

It has affected church attendance by mak- 
ing the God of the open air more popular 
than the God of the closed pew. 

It has rescheduled the street-car service 
by taking the lion’s share of the street traf- 
fic. The jitney, unrestricted, could put the 
street-car company out of business. 

It has builded suburban acreage by mak- 


ing the present ten-mile limit closer to the | 


downtown section than. the old one-mile 
circle. 

It has revealed the gay life of the city to 
the sober dweller in the country and so at- 
tracted him in his thousands from old 
baunts to new pursuits. 

It has pushed out the city into the country 
and dragged back the country into the city. 

It has broken the autocracy of the rail- 
road brotherhoods by supplementing the 
steam engine with the gasoline tractor. It 
has transformed the road map of the United 
States from one of mud and dust Holes to 
one of paved and polished highways. 

It has replaced the guitar and serenade, 
the canoe and the moonlit lake as instru: 
ments for touching the softer’ side of the 
eternal feminine. T! 
fs heavily handicapped in the matrimonial 
sweepstakes. 

Nor have its advantages been overlooked 
by those who flout the restraints of law 
and custom. It has rendered the comr:'it- 
ting of crime easier and the escape of the 
eriminal more difficult. Thus it has helned

Whether for health or ilith, ft has opened 

new vistas of approach to the snatched-at 
foys of the passing day. It has been a 
prime factor in loosening pursestrin¢s, 
changing occupations, raising new hopes, 
stirring new arm hitions. 
_ By its magnetic attraction it has absorbed 
unto itself the labor of older and less ex- 
citing vocations. It has poured a ceaseless 
stream of farm hands from the flelds and 
the ranges into the auto factory, the repair 
shop and the gossipy garage. It has torn 
up and rewritten the wage schedules of the 
world, 


It has winged the feet, enlarged the ar. 


teries and disoriented fhe brain of the whole 
human race. : 

Consider the fects and figures in this 
most miraculous development of all epocha 
inventions. 

Twenty-five years ago a “horseless car 
riage” on the streets of New York was a 
sight for gods and men. At that time the 
British Hiouse of Commons was solemnly 
debating whether suclf vehicles should be 
allowed on the public streets unless a man 
with a red flag walked ahead. 

What an awakening for a modern Rip 
Van Winkie! Today there are 7)720,090 au- 
tomobiles operating in the United States, 
and the horse-drawn, not the horscless, car- 
riage is fast becoming the rara avis of the 
streets. 

In California there is one car to every 
five persons, and this spring in license fees 
alone $4,500,000 was collected. There are 
3200 firms and individuals registered here 
as auto dealers. 

Between two and three million workers— 
or about one-tenth of the total man power 
of the nation—is now éngaged in some 
branch or other of the automobile indus- 
try; or in such accessories as gasoline, rub- 
‘ber, electric battery, varnishing, upholstery 


| and other trades. 


Think, friends, what {t means to pour 
one-tenth of the man power of a country 
into one channel. Does it not mean a flood 
and an upheaval? 

Without doubt many different influences 
have been working from beneath and fer- 


menting upward to bring about the indus. - 


trial revolution of today, the greatest out- 
standing fact at present in the post-war 
reconstruction era. 

And it was the automobile factory that 


first started wages on the swift trend sky- 


ward, 


It was the auto garage and repair shop | 


that attracted the labor of the humdrum 
country to the slap-dash city and so in less 
than two years more than doubled the rate 
of wages the farmer must pay for his help— 
and incidentally the consumer for his food- 
stuffs. 

It is the automobile industry as a whole 
that has marshaled and generaled—per. 
haps unconsciously—the forces that have 
established the great American industrial 
revolution. 

There are many transient abstract causes 
to account for this extraordinary era of 
change and transformation; but the one 
abiding concrete fact is—the automobile.

The news that the popular pastor of 
one of our great Los Angeles churches, re- 
cently made a bishop, will make his head- 
quarters at Manila and take upon his shoul- 
ders the responsibilitfes of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in the Philippines is of 
particular interest to. many Angelenos.

Other residents have chosen Los 
Angeles ag a suitable place for their fami- 
lies, while business still ties them to Ma- 
nila. Let us hope that Bishop Locke will 
do much to remove the prevailing regret- 
table apathy shown to all.that concerns 
this important American dependency.» The 
United States has done : | 
the Philippines, work of which™ 


citizens may well be proud. The new head 


of our great State university, Dr. David H. 
Barrows, was formerly director of educa- 
tion there and left a fine record. The best 
college manual of Philippine history comes 
from his pen. A magazine published at 
Manila, the Philippine Free Press, com- 
menting on his appointment to the pres!- 
dency of the University of California, cred- 
its him with a “career whith showed him 
a man of lofty ideals, uncompromising prin- 
ciples and unimpeachable integrity;” espe- 
clally noteworthy in “his never-to-be-for- 
gotten refusal to sacrifice his principles for 
preferment when he declined to revise his 
Philippine history in so far as it related 
to the work of the friars; this with promo- 
tion to the portfolio of education and a seat 
on the Philippine Commission dangled be- 
fore him as the price of recantation.” 


Gen. Leonard Wood also made a fine ad- 
ministrative record in the Philippines, for 
which he carefully prepared himself by vis- 
iting other imperial dependencies like Java 
and Egypt. The sneer at this able citizen, 
because he has also been a brilliant soldier, 
reveals the ignorance of the man or wom- 
an who so sneers; they do not know and 
do not seem to care to know that it was as 
civil administrator in the Philippines and 
in Cuba that he won his best laurels, com- 
manding the respect of experts belonging 
to other flags. 

The current number of the Japan Review, 
a monthly of good standing published tn Chi- 
cago, and coming from a group of Japanese 
students at the university there, makes a 
singular break fn a reference it makes to 
our colonial methods. “Japan,” it remarks, 
“annexed Korea ten years ago. The mo- 
tive was partially egoism no doubt, but 
more largely it was an imitation of the Eu- 
ropean fad. Following the lead of Germany 
and Russia and perhaps of England : and 
America, Japan endeavored to assimilate 
the Koreans, with the result as disastrous 
as it was in Poland and India.” Now the 


“policies of Germany and of England in re- 


gard to dependencies are, or were, as the 
poles asunder; and to nail the blunder the 
writer might as well as have specifically 
mentioned the Philippines. 

When ex-President Taft went out to the 
Philippines fourteen years ago ae special 
commissioner to settle administrative prob- 
lems in the islands he declared that he in- 
tended to follow British methods and “go 
one better,” if possible, by doing more to 
develop native administrative talent. The 
German specialists who were in the confi- 
dence of the Mikado’s rulers up to the time 
of the war warned them against the mis- 
take made by England in offering so many 
educational advantages to Bengalese and 
others in India and elsewhere. The British 
method has never been to “assimilate;” its 
imperial methods leave languages and in- 
stitutions as little disturbed as possible. 
We know now that Germany's colonial ad- 
ministration with all its Kameralwissen- 


schaft was an egregious failure; that its 


Polish rule merely tended to make bad 
Germans out of good Poles. And Tokio, 
the obedient disciple of the Berlin auto- 
cratic philosophy, has been making the 
same blunder In Korea. But it fs not a

Off with the old hat and on with 
the new! 
With the closing of the Republic- 


an convention at Chicago the politi- 
cal glasses of the country are focused 
on San Francisco; and, for the next 
three weeks, the Democratic donkey 
will cavort about in the spotlight. 

Browsing about on the side lines, 
I have seen enough of the scenery 
that is being transported West for 
the stage setting to discover that it 

going to be a convention con- 
thofiea by the Federal brigade. The 
office-holders will be in the majority 
and President Wilson can have al- 
most anything in reason that he 
wants. It is even possible that he 
may the Democratic nomination 
for the third term, provided he 
wants it. | 

But if he should get the nomina- 
tion there will be a real fight for 
second place on the ticket; for the 
President’s health is such that there 
would be a@n excellent chance for the 
Vice-President serving at least half 
the term and havi possession of 
the works in the 1924 campaign. 

Before Homer Cummings, the 

ocratic key-noter, came 
he calied upon the President at the 
White House, submitted the rough 
draft of his spéech for executive ap- 
proval and received the President's 
orders on how the convention is to 
be handled. 

Since visiting Mr. Wilson, Cum- 
mings has let it be known to the few 
on the inside that there is to be no 
compromise with Bryan. He ia to 
be steam-rolled, walked upon and 
practically read out of the party. 

To an outsider this does not look 
to be a wise policy; but Bryan has 
incurred the enmity of both Wilson 
and Cummings by indiscreet  re- 
marks, and he is to be humiliated, 
even at the expense of losing votes 
for the ticket. 

Judging from surface indictions, 
MeAdoo can have the nomination if 
he wants it. The only other Demo- 
erat to develop any strength is Gov. 
Edwards of New Jersey, although 
Gov. Cox of Ohio will have some 
votes in the convention. But Ed- 
wards ts avowedly wet; and I do 
not look for him to dGevelop any 
more strength in San Francisco than 
Johnson did in Chicago. 

McAdoo, on the other hand, is the 
Murray Crane of the Democratic 
party. He only talks about the 
things that are not germane to the 
campaign. | Some of the Bourbons 
believe thaf\ he still carries a cork- 
screw, while others are equally cer- 
tain that he wears a white ribbon 
over his heart. 

I noticed that he told the report- 
ers in Chicago that “I am not a 
candidate.” But dispatches from 
New York on the same day an- 
nounced that a prominent Democrat 
with a pair of leather lungs had ac- 
cepted an invitation to present Mc- 
Adoo’s name to the convention. A 
candidate who is strong enough to 
take the position that the nomina- 
tion {s being thrust upon him its fair- 
lv certain to get it.

He may be a candi- 
date himself, as foreast by the 
Watchman last week; but he doesn't 
want to be forced to begin his cam- 
paign for at least six months yet.

PRODUCTION PROBLEM. 


Any investigation of the problems 
of production and distribution 
brings one quickly to the middle- 
man, the gouger, the get-rich-quick 
individual who tailke 100 per cent 

merican, but who has built up a 

‘stem which keepa little children 
from having enough food to develop 
strong bodies. Systems must be 
provided which will place food and 
clothing and shelter within reach of 
the average family at a gest which 
will pay a fair price to the producer 
and for the labor required in distri- 
butions The bloated: individual who 
has his feet in the trough must be 
compelled to back off and take his 
place as a producer with the rest of 
us. 


The ordinary common sense of the 
American people—which has be- 
come evident in every great crisis 
with which.the country has been 
confronted—and a properly devel- 
oped spirit of co-operation will 
bring this about. Naturally good 
judgment in regard to buying is 
necessary. A wave of spending fol- 
lowed the close of the great war— 
this has always occurred after these 
cruel days of trial—but there is 
some evidence that this is coming to 
a close. People are tired of being 
robbed by the pirates who deal in 
necessities and who have been quick 
to take the last ounce of flesh from 
a quivering public. A new day is 
dawning. 

An opportunity is thua provided 
for a real development in co-opera- 
tion in both city and country. This 
is going to be the happy result 
which will come from the buc- 
caneering era through which Amer- 
ica has been passing. People do not 
work togethee until grim necessity 
forces them to do so, as has been 
demonstrated from the cave men on 
down, but when the lesson is finally 
learned they develop a greatness 
which builds nations and peoples 
and business organizations. 

The farmers are much better or- 
ganized for co-operative production 
and selling than city people are for 
buying. The great work of the 
grange and the farmers’ union and 
the hundreds of associations, rang- 
ing from community efforts up to the 
hugé California Fruit Growers’ Ex- 
Change, stand as encouraging indi- 
cations of what can be done fn the 
coming years. The pioneering has 
been done; it now is only necessary 
to apply the demonstrated principles 
of suecess to the problems of today. 

THE HAPPY RESULT. 

A happy result of this working to- 
gether has been a development of a 
spirit of community helpfulness; you 
will find, if you investigate, that a 
neighborhood which has a strong 
grange or farmers’ union is a good 
community. Co-operation the 
economic phases of life has taught 
the people to work together in 6o- 
cial affairs. Community spirit has 
been . developed; a real rural life is 
being built in such neighborhoods. 
This, by the way, has done méch to 
stop the drift to the cities from 
these sections, for the younger peo- 
le have seen the opportunities 
which life in the open fields offers. 
May the work of these organizations 
increase. 

The big task now remaining for 
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of co-operation work and 
a united effort of the different com 
munities. Great progress has been 
made in this in the last year. The 
growth of the American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation is one of the really 
things In the life of this 
country; it means a happier and 
more prosperous agriculture and & 
larger production of food. 
CITY PIONEERING. 

City workers also have been doing 
some ploneering in co-operative 
work which indicates better things. 
Much of the success of the buying 
clubs and the community stores of 
the industrial centers has been due 
to organized labor. Laboring men 
have learned of the benefite of the 
united efforts from their experience 
of the past, and they have been 
quick to apply this in the days of 
profiteering through which we have 
been While this growth of 
co-operative purchasing not 
been accompanied by any brass- 
band music, it has, as a rule, been 
efficient, and well distributed over 
the country. It is now getting in 
position to give a real body blow to 
middlemen. 

Already many sales have been 
made by organised producers to or- 
ganized constimers. Most of the 
farmers’ organizations which have 
functioned so efficiently in the sale 
of farm produce have purchased 
such essentials as binding twine, 
spraying matérials, machinery, salt, 
coal and food products not produced 
in that section. The saving obtained 
by the fruit producers in buying 
spraying materials, fertilizers and 
packing material in co-operation has 
been especially large. 

In other words, the net result of 
real co-operation is to eliminate 
profit hogs, so the money paid by 
the consumer entirely to the 
producer and for the essential costs 
of distribution, such as freight, stor- 
age, labor and fair pay for the di- 
recting minds in this exchange. Thies 


is the ideal plan. It is 
democratic and fair. 

will allow the producer his real 
share—a return large enough to en- 
able him to develop a happy home 
life, with the chance to educate his 
children so that they, in turn, may 
become real producers in the great 
America of the coming years.

Government Gains Millions 
by Our Bad Luck. | 


When Notes Disappear They 
Are Not Redeemed. 


Certain Per Cent Counted on 
Not.to Come Back.

Between the dates of 1862 and 
1887 the government issued $1 
United States notes to the amount 
of $188,000,000 and then discon- 
tinued them. [It has been thirty- 
three years since any of them were 
issued. In 1907 $10,000 worth of 
them came in for redemption. In 
1916 $3000 came in. There are 
still 1,800,000 of those dollar bills 
that have not come back, and it 
does not seem probable that they 
ever will. Nine-tenths of 1 per cent 
of them were lost. If the experience 
of these $1 bills be taken ag typi- 
cal it may be estimated that nearly 
1 per cent of the $1 bills put out nev- 
er return. 

There was an issue of $2 bills 
about the same size that went forth 
during the same period. .

From figures available it is est!- 
mated that bills of larger denom- 
ination are less frequently lost. 
Probably not more than three-tenths 
of 1 per cent of them fail to return. 
Taking it all together it is esti- 
mated that, aside from the shin- 
plasters that were lost, there have 
been about $8,000,000 worth of pae- 
per money that went out from the 
treasury and never came back. 
These were United States notes, and 
gold and eiiver certificates. 

In addition to this there are -the 
bills put out by the national banks.

During and immediately following 
the Civil War the government is- 
sued about $370,000,000 in fraction 
currency, called at the time shin- 
plasters, of denominations below $1. 
Now, sixty years later, there arc 
still $15,000,000 worth of them un- 
redeemed. It is believed that much 
of this money was buried with men 


this money. and to ft and not te 
the bank of issue comes the profit 
from a bill that is never presented 
for redemption. The national banks 
have about a third as much paper 
money in circulation as is issued by 
the treasnry and it is probable that 
the government has madé $3,000,000 
or $4,000,000 out of lost national 
bank notes. 
Federal reserve currency 
new a thing tn the monetary tife oe 
the nation that none of its issues 
may yet be written off as lost. Fed- 
eral reserve banks have aie astu- 
pendous amount of, currency out. 
however, and, basing judgment on 
the experience of the’ past, there. are 
certain amounts of it that will never 
come back. There are some three 
billions of Federal reserve paper now 
in existence. If one-half of 1 per 
cent of that money never returns. 
which seems a reasonable percent- 
age, the government will find itself 
in possession of a velvet from lost

The 
ry admits that it profited to 
extent. It undoubtedly saved 
itself the necessity of redeeming 
much more than a million. 
ever there is a fire of any consid- 
erable size there is sure to be a 
direct profit to the government on 
burned money. The San Francisco 
and Baltimore fires were directly 
profitable the government. When 
the Titanic went to the bottom of 
the Atlantic unknown amounts of 
currency went down with it. There 
was American paper money in the 
strong boxes of the Lusitania when 
the German submarine sunk her, 
and there was American paper 
money in the pockets of most o 
the people on board. The same was 
true of many ships that went to the 
bottom during the World War. All 
of this that remains unrecovered is 
profit to the government. 
en the Chicago fire occurred 
and subsided, 
scrambled through 
find the safes in which their money 
had been put away. With im- 
patient hands 
opened to see the condition of the 
contents. In many instances this 
haste was expensive. Flames were 
not able to pnenetraté these safes to 
consume the contents. Being air- 
tight there was not enough oxygen 
in them to create a blaze. But in 
many of them there was still heat. 
When air was let into these safes 
they burst into fame and the con- 
tente were consumed. Had they 
not been opened until they were 
entirely cooled, the contents would 
have been intact.

"2 time was given for 
them to coo In most cases 
it was found that the paper money 
was dried and lifeless, but still in- 
tact. Much of it went back into 
circulation.

THE CHIEF ITEM. 

The surpassing expenditure of the 
year was, of course, for the two or- 
chestras—the Philharmonic and the 
Los Angeles Bymphony. The aggre- 
gate for both of these together 
soared to $375,000. L. BE. Behymer 
gives the figures on the inauguration 
of the Philharmonic’s carreer 
over $200,000, of which easily one- 


Equally remarkable, at first sigh’. 
it would seem—considering the fact 
that the orchestra had been esta 
lished for a number of yeato—Wne 
the large sum spent for the Los An- 
geles Symphony's activities. But i 
is to be remembered that this bod) 
was practically reorganized. 

Mrs. Alfred Sherman Hest esti- 
mates the total as slightly over $176.,- 
000. “The annual report of the as- 
sociation is now being compiled 
and the detailed figures are not yet 
available,? said Mrs. Hoyt, “but ! 
have goné over the books, and ar- 
rised at the total I have given you 
and which I have also made known 
to the Voard.

Roth orchestras have, of course, 
very largely on subscrip- 
tions during the past year, and they 
nave found a very liberal attitude 
manifest on the part of the wealthy 
people, who are interested in music 
The accomplishment of keeping the 
two organizations busily employed} 
throughout the season and meeting 
the financial demands has been a 
re¢mrkable testimony of the progres 
of Tos Angeles musically. 

The Phiharmonic organization 
presents some unusually interesting 
figures on attendance. The total of 
people who heard the orchestra dur- 
ing the season is estimated at 140.- 
400. More than 100,000 heard the 
lecal events, while out-of-town and 
special concerts like that in Holly- 
wood on Easter drew the remaind- 
er. The receipts of the Philharmonic 
from the public attendance were 
much larger than anticipated at the 
start of the season, according to 
Mr. Behymer. 

OPERA AND ORATORIO. 

Figures on the receipts for opera 
and oraterio, including the Gallo 
light opera company, reached an 
aggregate of $62 ,800, according to 
Mr. Behymer. “Of this amount. the 
grand opera season totaled about 
$40,000; the Nght opera, $16,800, 
and the oratorio, $6000.” 

On the big feature concert events 
Toe Angeles spent $23,800. These 
included John McCormack, Galli- 
Curci and Elman and Ysaye in joint 
recital. These were the headliners 
in drawing money during the sea- 
sen, although artists Hke 
Schumann-Heink and one or twe 
others brought very large returns. 

- The routine Philharmonic con- 
certs accumulated a total of $39,- 
400. The extra artists including 
Schumann-Heink, Heifetz and others, 
aggregated $35,000. There were 
about fourteen of these concerts. 
The regular Philharmonic courses 
contained twenty-four events, and 
McCormack and the other top- 
notchers added six more. 

Visiting orchestras and bands to- 
taled receips of $24,000. Sousa cost 
$16.000. the Minneapolis Orchestra. 
$6000 In this total is also included 
the Syncopated. Orchestra. 

It is impossible to attain exacti- 
tude in dealing with the ensemble 
and minor solo events, but it is safe 
to say that the money expended on 
these reached a total of about $10,- 
000. About $20,000 more went to- 
ward the giving of the Ellis, Lyric 
and . Orpheus club concerts, as 
well as the programs of the other 
important musical clubs. 

Truly an astonishing result is 
brought into dazzling prominence in 
these figures. The achievement of 
Los Angeles musically has beer 
startling, because most of the 
money was spent very judiciously for 
the upbuilding of the esthetic life 
of the community.

Stopping Automobile Stealing. 


What Los Angeles motorists have 
suffered from the local antics 
the auto thief was shown yesterday 
in a compilation of motor-car thefts 
for the last five years. 

According to figures issued by the 
theft bureaus of the Automobile 
Club of Southern California and the 
Sheriff's office, there have been 
8189 cars stolen since 1915 in .this 
vicinity, 

These represent an approximate 
total valuation of $6,714,980, accord- 
ing to the authorities. 

STAGGERING TOTAL. 

This staggering total-:is based ac- 
curately on an average valuation of 
$820 for each car, which is really 
very low, considering the high- 


of | 


powered machines which have been 
the choice of auto thieves in the 
West since the exposition at. ~~ 
Francisco, when this type of steal- 
ing was put upon a commercial 
basis. 

With the commercializing of car 
stealing, a pretty even average for 
each year was struck by the thieves 
They usually get away with about 
1657 machines a year. To be exact, 
there were 1662 stolen here in 1919, 
eceord to the Auto Club.

OF DRIVING A MOTOR CAR. § 


You probably have noticed that at 
times your brakes don’t hold. It 
is annoying. It freGwently is the 
cause of serious accidents, for the 
brakers are the only saféty device 
on a motor car. This condition 
usually may be corrected with little 
difficulty. 

Very likely the brake lining has 
coated with oil or grease 
which acts as a lubricant, This con- 
dition is dangerous, for it may 
cause the brakes to slip when ap- 
plied. At the earliest opportunity 
the lining and the brake drums 
should be wiped clean with kero- 
sene.

FACTS ON RIGHT OF WAY. 


| Motorist to the Left Must Slow Up When- 
| ever There is Danger. 


| toriste regarding the recent ruling 


lon the “right of way” question at 


street intersections in Los Angeles 
are pouring in daily to the police 
department and the headquarters of 
the vigilance committee here, and 
a general answer was prepared yes- 
terday for the publio by the legal 
department of the Automobile Club 
of Southern California. 
IGNORANCE. 


Ignorance on this important law 
is the cause for a large number of 
traffic accidents recorded in this city 
during the last six months, say the 
officials, and motorists will do well 
to acquaint themselves with the ex- 
act provisions of the aw. 

“Simultaneously” is the word to 
watch for, it is pointed out, as well 
as references to specific “danger 
margains’ which are provided for 
by the city ordinance. This expla- 
nation was prepared by Ivan Kelso, 
associate counsel, Automobile Club 
ef Southern California: 

MUCH CONFUBION. 


Much confusion has existed for 
some time regarding the intepreta- 
tion and application of the righ-of- 
way rule. is rule, as far as the 
traffic ordinance of the city of Los 
| Angeles is concerned, is found in 
Section 40 of such ordinance, and 
reads: 

“The drivers of al] vehicles shall 
look out for give the right of 
way to vehices approaching simulta- 
neously from the right at street in- 
te ons.” 

The various meanings given to the 
word “simultaneously” have caused 
practically all of this confusion. The 
man to the left usually considers 
that it means “reaching the bounda- 
ries of the street intersection” at the 
game time: whereas, the same man, 
when to the right of another, con- 
siders that it means “apyroaching 
each other simultaneously.” The 
statement ‘““Whoever reaches the in- 
tersection first has the right of way” 
is also frequently offered as a proper 
interpretation. As a result of this 
confusion we have had countless col- 
lisions with heavy loss of life and 
much property damage, with both

|} parties more or less honestly declar- 
ing they had the right of way. 
RIGHT OF WAY. 


We may say without quibbling 
that the right of way belongs to the 
vehicle on the right so long as there 
is danger of a collision, and if this 
vehicle is moving faat it is an addi- 
tional reason why it, should be al- 
lowed to pass first. The motorist 
who speeds up a little in order to 
reach the street intersection first 
will no longer have an advantage, 
for the test is not Who reached the 
intersection first? but is there dan- 
ger of a collision? If it is necessary 
for one car to slow down or stop in 
to such a collision, the 

uty to this rests primarily upon 
the driver to the left. i 

We believe this to be a sensible 
interpretation of this rule. The ob- 
ject of the rule is to avold a collision 
by permitting the vehicle to the 
right to proceed. Of course, the 
driver of the car to the right must 
exercise ordinary care, but the supe- 
rior right te passage over the inter- 
section is his, It ia a right expressly 
conferred upon him by authoritative 
enactment, a right which must be 
observed and respected by others 
uaing streets at the points of inter- 
section. 

A atrict applicatize of this rule 
will do much to reduce the large 
number of collisions at street in- 
tersections. 


PRACTICAL WAY TO 
TRUE WIRE WHEELS. 


In truing a slightly misaligned 
wire wheel a close fitting wrench 
or parallel pliers should be used 
on the nipples, and the operation 
should be performed slowly and 
evenly. A wooden block serves to 
steady the hand in chalking the 
“out” and “in” places on the wheel. 
The general principle is that 
tightening nipples on the outer 
rows of spokes throws the rim in, 


while tightening those of the in- 
ner row moves the rim out. Nip- 
ples directly opposite those tight- 


chipped tooth in the drive shaft | 


‘tomoblile prices was not reached un-j 
til 1916, twe years after the opening 
of the European war.

There 
are the folding camp cots, which 
are so made as to fold and roll up 
into small compass. The pneu- 
'matic bed is an admirable thing to 
sleep On. It is simpl¥ a rubber mat- 
tress, which is blown up with the 
tire pump, and is truly more 
luxurious than your bed at home. 
The cost is, on the average, some- 
what less than $25.

POTS AND PANS. 

The question of pote and pans in 
which to prepare the food is solved 
by ingeniously designed utensils that 
are made with removable handles, so 
that they may be nested to take 
up the smallest possible amount of 
space. A typical cooking kit comes 
in a small keg, which occuptes lit-

PUBLIC TEST OF EFFICIENCY 
WILL USHER IN SERVICE 
FOR ISLAND FOLKS. 


WORKED IN PLANT 


A public demonstration to show 
the completeness of the service will 
mark the inauguration of wireless 
telephone communication between 
Catalina 4 and the mainiand, 
arpcording to an announcement made 
yesterday by N. R. Powley, com- 
mercial superintendent of the 
Southern California Telephone Com- 
pany and district perintendent of 
the Pacific Telephone and Télegraph 
|Company. The service is expectea 
to be in operation July 1, and is 
believed to be the first commerciai 
enterprise of its kind in the world. 

The demonstration will consist of 
wireless telephone communication 
with Chicago, San Francisco and 
other points on the continent from 
various parts of the island. The calis 
will go through the island switch- 
board to the wireless antennae, 
across the channel and then into 
the long distance telephone syétem 
of the country, Mr. Powley said. 

Powerful transformers will be 
used to bridge the wireless gap be- 
tween the island and the mainiand 
and made the use of the telephone 
on the island no different from the 
service to be « bdtained with any in- 
strument in the country.

ITH abundant crops in field and or 
chard, Southern California agriculture 
is menaced this year by a dearth of farm 
labor. The demand for workers is greater 
than normal, and the supply at present is- 
about 75 per cent of normal. With suffi- 
cient help, the farmers of the southern part 
of California would probably lead the Unit- 
ed States in crop production in a year of 
reduced acreage and sparse yields. But 
where is the help to come from? 

It ig estimated that there are 60,000 idle 
men in Southern California cities and towns. 
Ot these, perhaps 20,000 are retired farm- 


ers from the Middle West, Northwest and / 


East; men who are, as a rule, fitted physi- 
cally and by @xperience for the work of 
harvesting the fruit, grain, nut, bean and 
beet crops. These men could save South- 
ern California farmers from their predica- 
ment and lower living costs for themselves 
if they would devote the next two or three 
months to the work which brought them 
money enough to come to California and 
live with little work. 

If the farmer does not find help in get- 
ting out his food crops many persong will 
feel the pinch of hunger before the end of 
eighteen months. And perhaps that is the 
very tiling which will induce some of the 
idie people of this section to get into food 
production. On the streets and park 
benches of the cities of Southern Califor- 
nia are twice as many idle men as are 
wanted on the farms. But as long as they 
have a few dollars in their pockets, and as 
those dollars will buy food, they are loth to 
go to work. Of course, these same men will 
pay for their idleness in tncreased prices 
of food products, but this is poor consala- 
tion to the farmer whose ps are already 
spoiling in the fleld for latk of help. The 
thing that seems to be needed fg a vigor- 
ous application of the vagrancy law against 
not only the poorly-clad loafer, but the well- 
dressed, well-fed idler of the boulevards 
and parks, with the rock pile as the alter- 
native to-a term fn the harvest field. 


The Jap Question. 

T WAS only to have been expected that 

when the question of land ownership by 
the growing generation of California Japa- 
nese came to a head there would be a coun- 
ter agitation in the form of some kind of 
“propaganda.” America is propaganda cra- 
gy these days and it is not strange that the 
oriental should borrow the idea. Nor is it 
to be wondered at that those who are trying 
to put the thing over for them should take 
liberties with facts, for the object of the 
typical propaganda campaign is to “edu- 
eate the people” by means fair or devious. 
It ig not the purpose here to enter into a 
discussion of the Japanese. question, but to 
call attention to a particularly contemptible

The Japanese, the people in the East are 
being told, have ag high standards of liv- 
ing and as high ideals as the white agri- 
culturists of the Golden State, all reports 
to the contrary notwithstanding. They live, 
according to the propaganda handed the 
easterner, as comfortably as their American 
neighbors and have as high cultural ideals. 
The crowning bit of controversial bunkum 
is a denial by the propagandists that Japa- 
nese womep labor like men in the fields, 


the recipient of this twaddle being left to 
infer the little picture brides are per- 
haps ing ‘themselves at all times with 
their club duties. This last is enough to

laugh, as Japanese women working like 
mules in the crops ig one of the commonest 
sights in the State. 

Let us have this Japanese question set- 
tled, if it is going to be settled, on the 
basis of facts. It is an insult to the State's 
growers to insinuate that the Jap is beat- 
ing the American at his own game in the 
American’s own way, and this isn’t saying, 
either, that the industrious oriental hasn't 
the right to do things the Nipponese way 
if he so chooses and he can get the land 
to do them on. The point is that this 
whole misrepresentation of C&lifornia’s 
problem before the American public beyond 
the Rockies should be squelched by some 
means or other, so that the country may 
get a fair and intelligent conception of 


(what the situation on the Pacific Slope 


really is. And, the place to start the 
squelching is at home, where the profes- 
sional propagandists are cooking the thing 
up. America wants to be fair on this Japa- 
nese question, ag on all others, and the 
public at large can’t get any proper under- 
standing of the Asiatic problem unless it 
can get the truth.

the job nowadays. If she does, a production 
expert is called in to see what the trouble is, 

for no longer is the number of eggs she lays 
ascribed to luck. 

Many factors enter into egg production 
and much experimenting has been done to 
determine the results of feeding various 
foods.* In the fall of 1912 the United 
States Department of Agriculture started 
experiments on the government poultry 
farm to determine the effect of certain foods 
on egg production. Six pens of pullets, con- 
taining thirty birds apiece, were uged in the 
experiments. The object of the test was 
to find out what combination of simple ra- 
tions, composed of feeds generally available 
on farms throughout the country, would 
give the most economical egg production. 

Some of the pens were kept on free 
fange, while all of the confined pens had 
large yardage. The hens on free range 
were given farm conditions as nearly nor- 
mal as possible. Scratch feed was fed 
twice a day, early tn the morning, and late 
in the afternoon. A dry mash was kept in 


a simple open-feed hopper Vefore the hens}. 


all the time. 

The feeding tests were repeated other 
years, under different conditions, to elim- 
inate as far as possible any errors due to 
the differences in individual birds. All the 
experiments were carried through for more 
than a year. 

One of the most interesting experiments, 
and one of wide-reaching fmportance to the 
general farmer, proved the value of feeding 
meat scrap, or some product of this nature, 
to the flock. Little meat feed, milk. 
fish, or any animal protein food is fed to 
the poultry flock on the average American 
farm, and as a result very few eggs are 
gathered during the late fall and winter. 
when eggs are high priced. 

The experimental flocks which were on 
free range were given a mash of corn meal, 
‘bran and middlings, dnd a scratch mixture 
of wheat, oats and corn. This ts a greater 
variety of grains than fs used by many 
farmers for their poultry. With absolutely 
free range on land where there was a good 
chance ‘to pick up bugs, green feed, and 
worms, the birds were able to add much 
variety to their. diét. Other pens were 
given the same ration, but with one pound 
of commercial meat scrav added to every 
four pounds of the mash. . 

Here is the big dact which was brought 
out: The flock which. had no meat scrap 
laid on an average ninety eggs apiece dur- 
This is more eggs to the hen 


which received meat scrap averaged from 
125 to 150 eggs aplece. 

Meat scrap is not produced on a farm 
and costs more than grain food, but even 
at the higher price it produces eggs several 


cents a dozen cheaper than where no meat 


scrap is fed. Milk products will give as 
good results in increasing egg production 
in the winter as meat scrap; but if the 
farmer does not have milk to feed, it will 


pay him to buy commercial meat scrap or} 


tankage for his flock.

It 
is therefore understood that in the coming 
shipping season not over 3 per cent of 
shot-hole fungus will be allowed in any

THE SUCCOTASH “MAKIN’S.” 

Always plant your sweet corn in a square 
form, not strung out in a few long rows. The 
advantage’of this fs that the ears are filled 
out better, as the chancés for complete pol- 
lenation are greater. The pollen from the 
stalk at the top must be blown onto the silk 
of the ears before the grains fill out. For 
proper growth warm days and nights are re 
quired, and these come in late June and 
July. In fact, the best time to plant sweet 
corn is between June 10 and June 20. Make

the rows three and one-half feet apart, and 
the stalks dbout a foot apart in the row, or 
even eighteen inches apart.

FPONTANA.—Many farmers 
watching with imteréet the “ox 
carried op at Fontana, where citrus orchards 
are being planted and stocked with White 
Leghorn chickens to provide the fertilizer 
that is needed for trees so intensively culti- 
vated. The plan has really been in opera- 
tion in the Fontana district for several 
years, long enough in fact to give growers 
a pretty gcod idea as to how it will work. 
Now, however, the Fontana Land Company 
_ plans to plant each ten acres of land sold to 
orchards, put on water dnd then to stock 
each plot with 1000 or more White Leg- 
horns, The scheme will be carried out un- 
on the direction of J. H. Hauser, who is in 
charge of the big poultry ranch being oper- 
ated by the company. Mr. Hauser has given 
the orchard-and-hen plan a thorough trial. 

There are about 20,000 chickens in all 

“ges at the company plant now and the 

OUses and facilities to handle them are the 
last word in chicken ranching. The “runs” 
are laid out in correct manner, the houses 
are air tight and buillt so as tc give proper 
Ventilation without any drafts. 

Mr. Hauser will now begin the biggest 
Job of all, namely, the hatching of baby 
chicks for “the trade.” He has one big in- 
cubator at work turning out little chicks 
every three weeks. Another is to be in- 
stalled soon and still ancther before fall. 

Mr. Hauser has recently made a big 
oe in his management of the company 
chicken ranch. He was mixing his own feed, 
but he has quit this because he says it 
takes too much time and at the present 
price of help is an expensive proposition. 
His finding in this respect will be of inter-f 
est to other poultrymen. : 

The plan that is being carried out at 
Fontana is the keeping ef a hen for each 
tree.

Among the annoying vices that fowl in 
confinement will contract is that of feather 
plucking. The reason for it is not clearly 
established; some attribute it to the birds 
being kept in close quarters devoid of 
scratching facilities, while others are of the 
opinion that it is a lack of meat jp the 
ration or a-Want of green stuff.. But what- 
ever it is it is a nasty vice. Changing con- 
ditions will sometimes bring relief; others 
advocate a change of ration, giving stuffs 
of a cooling nature to which bas been added 
@ pinch of salt. If only one Dr two hens 
are guilty in a flock they had better be 
killed before others take up the habit. Par- 
ing down the beak so that it will not close 
tight to nip or pull out the feathers will be 
found effective. The busy hen with room 
to turn around in and green. wholesome 
tood scarcely ever contracts this vice. 


SYSTEMS OF FEEDING. 
There are two systems in use for the 


feeding of fowls, in one of which all the 
feed is given dry and in the other of which 
one or mre of the daily feeds consists of a 
moisten nash. For convenience they may 
be tert.cu the “‘dry-feed” and the “mast” 
systems, although in the dry-feed system a 
dry mash is often fed. Dry feeding is used 
by many where it is not convenient to make 
and feed a moistened mash. The greatest 
advantages to be derived from the dry sys- 
tem are the saving of labor and the lessened 
danger of bowel trouble resulting from | 
sloppy or soured mashes. 


TURKEYS LIKE INSECTS. 


Turkeys range far afield and prep upon 
insect forms that escape hens. From the 
time the young are old enough to begin 
foraging for themselves, perhaps early in 
June, until late fall, turkeys take the bulk 
of their food from field insects, devouring 
so ag of grasshoppers and other injurious 
orms.

ing prepared, insert the wedged ends, one 
on either side of split in the surface of 
the stump, carefu remove the un- 
til the grafts are slightly pinched but easily 
movable. Now adjust the grafts in such a 
manner that the cambium of the outer side 
of the graft is in contact with the cambium 
of the stump. This being done remove the 
wedge and the pressure will hold the grafts 
firmly in place. 

A erack of considerable width now re- 
mains across the face of the stump. This 
is filled in with paper, cloth, avocado 
leaves or anything else which may be at 
hand, the idea being to prevent the hot wax 
from running away when later it is applied. 
Next apply a bandage of budding cloth 
m the top of the 
stump to the lower limit of the split in its 
sides. Now with a paint brush apply a gen- 
erous coating of hot wax to the face of the 
stump, making sure that the outer edges 
and points of confact between the grafts 
and stump are well covered. Owing to the 
thickness of the bark on the stump the 
grafts set slightly in, leaving a space 
between the bandage and the graft. This 
space is filled with a plug of soft wax and 
painted over with hot wax. It ig well to 
reinforce the bandage where it covers the 
split with a coat of hot wax. Cover the 
upper ends of the graft with a thick coat of 
paint. It is more adhesive than the wax, 
which ts sometimes used. Protect the 
grafts from the sun by wrapping newspaper 
about the ends of the stumps. If possible

There is one point which | can- 
aot emphasize too strongly, that is, the im- 
portance of supporting each graft. Their 
rapid gréwth and consequent weight ren- 
ders them extremely susceptible to violence 
of any kind. I have lost no less than 
twenty-five of my choicest grafts 
inadequate support. 

Just how late in the spring grafting can 
be successfully done I am unable to state. 
However, I can say that my April g.afts 
have proven quite as satisfactory as those 
of February.

WORMS BY DUSTING. | 


It has not been-_until within the last two 
or three years that anything like a satis- 
factory control for the corn ear worm has 
heen worked out. The control recommend- 
ed at the present time its dusting the ears 
while in the silk with a mixture of equal 
parts of sulphur and lead arsenate. 
ing should be done at fftervals of three to 
five days during the period while the ears 
are in the silk. The eggs of the moth are 
taid in the silk, and the young worms, 
which are soon hatched out, tmmediately 
make their way up the silk and into the 
ear. Dusting with lead arsenate has been 
found to materially reduce the injury, al- 
though it is not a complete control. Dust- 
ing may be done either with a small hand 
outfit or by means of a hag of cheesecloth 
or other thin material filled with the poison. 


COMMERCIAL CHICK FEEOS. 


When one buys only a few chickens, it is 
less trouble to purchase prepared chick 
feeds, but where a considerable number are. 
reared it is sometimes cheaper to buy the 
finely cracked grains and mix them together.

One of the surprises 
this year was the fact that the watermelons 
came on at approximately the same time as 
cantaloupes although the cantaloupes have

The Imperfal watermelon is chiefly noted 
for its sarliness. With the early markets 
exclusively its cwn the best prices are Im- 
perial’s and the growers are not slow to 
take advantage of this fact. This year the 
growing season has been particularly fa- 
vorable to watermelons and the quality is of 
the best. 

The principal varieties grown in the val- 
rey are the black and white Angeleno and 
the Chilean. As the mafket demands a 
black-seeded melon, the Black Angeleno 
and Chilean are the favorites with the 
growers. Seme Florida melons are also 
gtown. During the height of the season 
from twelve to twenty carloads leave dafly. 
The watermelon shipments differ from the 
cantaldupe “shipments in that the former 
extend over a longer period of time and 
there seems to be no particular peak in 
the seasen as there is in the cantaloupe 
season. Most of the melons are shipped to 
Los Angeles and San Francisco, as the mel- 
ons do not carry especially well and will 
not ride to distant sections of the South-

housewives, are anxious to help in the fruit 
picking and packing, and in walnut pick- 
ing, and some effort will be made to utilize 
this labor in the nearby farming districts. 
In many of the walnut growing districts, 
according to General Manager C. Thorpe of 
the California Walnut Growers’ Association, 
the summer vacations will be extended and 
school children will be allowed to help in 
the harvesting of the nuts during October.

COUNTRY SHORT OF LABOR. 
Reports from agents of the United States 
Bureau of Markets from alt States indicate 
a general shortage of farm labor, and that 
California is really better off than most 
States. 
Industries in the cities are generally held 
responsible for the shortage of farm hands 
fen and boys are leaving the farms for the 
city, where better wages, and Nving condi- 
tions more to their liking, await them. A 
general stiffenfhe of food prices is pre 
dicted in the Atlantic and Middle Western 
States because farmers have planted a 
smaller area. anticipating a labor shortage. 
Farmers in Kansas and Iowa are planning 
to club fogether to get out thefr crops. 


DECIDUOUS OUTLOOK. 

Pruit distributors have issued a report 
stating that, with cars available, there will 
be about 36,000 cars of decjduous fruit 
shipped from California this year. Last 
vear fruit shipments were 29,626. Greater 
grape, cherry, peach, prane, pear and plum 
‘rops will «well the tctal.

PERRIS.—The old«tyle Hog that used 
to be admired at the country fair years ago 
ia no longer in demand, according to 0. H. 
Cash, Mianager of the Sierra Vista Ranch 
near here. He was the short-legged type 
with fine bone and inclined te be weak in 
his pasterns, but he is no longer desirable 
from a breeder's standpoint, Mr. Cash says. 
“What the market now demands,” he de- 
clares, “is a longer-legged hog with 
back, smooth sides with well-sprung ribs 
in other words, -the big-boned hog. Livers 
and representatives of packing-houses do 
not consider a hog over 225 pounds de- 
sirable and will penalize the price if there 
are many hogs in a shipment which go over 
that weight.” 

On the Sierra Vista Ranch, which is de 
voted to the raising of Duroc-Jerseys for 
stock purposes, the plan of breeding and 
aystem of feeding have been devised with 
the sole object of producing just such a 
type of hog as Mr. Cash describes—as dis- 
tinct from the old-style, short-legged hog. 

For twenty-four hours. after farrowing 
the Duroc dams on this ranch are not fed 
at all but are given plenty of water. “At the 
end of that time they are given a Nttle milk 
first and then started on a light diet of 
ground barley and milo maize, which is 
mixed with semi-solid buttermilk. This 
article of food, which is much used on the 
ranch, is purchased in a semli-moist condi- 
tion from the manufacturers. It is hydrated 
or restored to a liquid condition by the 
addition of water. During the first ten 
days. after farrowing the ration is gradu- 
ally increased until at the end of that time 
the sows are getting a full ration of the 
ground grain and buttermilk. 

Shortly after birth the young pigs have 
the projecting tusks on each side of the 
mouth nipped off. The presence of

According to the ideas at this ranch, if 
pigs are kept clean, have plenty of exer- 
cise and sunlight and are given proper ra-| 
tions they ought to weigh when six months 
old from 175 to 225 pounds. As six months 
is 180 days, they ought to average over a 
pound g day until they reach 200 pounds, 
when they are ready for market. 

In a short time twenty-five head of Hol- 
steins will be added to the ranch, as well 
as buttermaking machinery, which will 
produce all the buttermilk needed for the 
young hogs. It is intended to make the 
ranch self-supporting in the matter of .food 
and the management is looking forward to 
the time when nothing will be purchased 
on the outside. .They expect to make a’ 
good showing at the Riverside, Los —_— 
and San Francisco fairs this eoming fall.

After’ three days the dams and young 
pigs are permitted to run out on the alfalfa 
pasture. The little ones do not eat green 
stuff at this time, but the exercise is bene- 
ficial and enables them to ward off infan- 
tile diseases. At about three weeks to a 
month the piglets are eating much the same 
f 

At from eight to ten weeks they are taken 
from the mother and weaned and as soon as 


are castrated. No medication is used in 
the castration wounds except a little salt. 
From now on they are kept in a pen by 
themselves and fed liberally three times a 
day on wheat shorts and buttermilk and 
have access to alfalfa pasture at all times. 
At four months their diet is changed to 
that of the adult hog—ground barley and 
milo maize—with buttermilk. 

Nothing in the way of vermin is allowed 
for a moment to exist. While the farrow- 
ing pens are being occupied they are 
sprayed every day with a creosote solu- 
tion and the young pigs themselves get 
dosed every two weeks. 

Fram the time they are weaned until 
they weigh 200 pounds the pigs are given 
all they can use of grain ration. This is to 
force their growth at the time in life ones 
growing seems to be the chief business of 
the pig. Tankage is not used on the ranch. 
Buttermilk takes its place entirely and has 
been found, on‘ account of its lactic acid, to 
keep the pigs’ stomachs in excellent condi-

A hurried examination is likely to prove 
a disappointment. 

Observe blemishes, vice, faulty con- 
formation, unsoundness, and general char- 
acteristics. 

Common blemishes are scars from old 
wounds, poll evil, scratches, shoe boils and 
small ruptures, 

Common vices are halter pulling, crib- 
bing, kicking, stal!] walking, weaving and 
biting. 

Common faults of “are 
\straight shoulders, crooked, weak or im- 
properly set legs, ewe neck, long, weak 
back and dropping croup. 

Common unsoundnesses are splints, thor- 
oughpin, spavin, curb, extreme fistula, ring- 
bone, side bones, extreme atrophy of mus- 
cles, contract@i tendons and broken wind. 

General characteristics include fleshing, 
temperament, quality, color and age. 

In final selection look for the good qua)- 
ities and weigh them against the defects.

_ formances of real California farmers with 


the aid of their tractors: George Kinnerly 
Operates an 800-acre farm near Antioch, 
Contra Costa county.

HERD MANAGEMENT 
AND TUBERCULOSIS. 


The relative freedom of a herd of cattle 


management the herd receives rather than 
upon a resistance inherent in the cattle 


fourteen recognized breeds of cattle in the 
United States, is based on a study of offi- 
cial tuberculin-test records for nearly half 
a million animals. As a basis for answer- 
ing inquiries regarding the prevalence of 
tuberculosis in various classes and breeds 
of cattle, the Federal Bureau of Anima! 
Industry has compiled all of its test rec- 
ords since’ the beginning cf tuberculosis- 
eradication work. The -results, though 
capable of receiving many interpretations, 


ered safer from tuberculosis than another. 
Of 30,670 Hereford cattle tested in pure 
bred herds, the percentage of reactors was 
unusually low—only 0.77 per cent. But in 
grade herds. Among the Shorthorns 5.75 
centage of reactcrs was 5.11. In the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed the experience was re- 
versed. Pure-bred herds showed 5.79 per 
cent. ef reactors, compared with 2.39 in 
Among the Shorthorns 5.75 
per cent, of tuberculosis was found in 
pure-bred herds and 3.74 per cent. in grade 
herds, about 77,000 animals being included 
in the computations. 

Although it has been frequently asserted 
that dairy cows, by reason of closer hous- 
ing, have more tuberculosis than beef cat- 
tle, the official figures fall to support that 
assumption. In some dairy breeds the per- 
centages of reactors were relatively high, 
but in others the percentages were low. 
Likewise in dairy herds, as with beef cat- 
tle, there was little uniformity between the 
proportion of reacters for pure-breds and 
grades representing the same breed. 

Briefly, the figures indicate that the free- 
dom of a herd from tuberculosis is infiu- 
enced chiefly by the efforts of the owner to 
keep the herd healthy, not by the breed. 
Some breeders’ associations have been no- 
ticeably active in encouraging their mem- 
bers to adept tuberculosis-eradication meas- 
ures. The figures are believed to reflect 
such activity. 

Furthermore, the compilations disprove 
the assertiop, sometimes made, that pure- 
bred herds are more susceptible to tuber- 
culosis a have more of it than. grade cat-

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CATT LEAMEN 
PRICE SITUATION. 


A meeting of importance t the cattle 
industry was held Tuesday, May 18, at the 
St. Francis Motel, Gan Francisco. The price 
Situation was discussed from every angle 
by prominent packers and representatives 


and conclusions reached at the meeting: 
(1.) Prices are extremely low to cattle 
producers, while consumers are still paying 
the old prices. 

(2.) To remedy this situation cattlemen 
should hold on to their stock as long as they 
have feed, and when feed runs short they 
should ship to other States where feed is 
available. C,. M. Hawkins of Hollister, a 
director of the association, suggested that 
Montana was in the market for feeder stock, 
that State being 60 per cent short on its 
range cattle. 

(3.) Packers urged that under no circum- 
stances should cattlemen ship their stock to 
San Francisco on a consignment, because 


,| such shipments invariably pull prices down 


not only for that consignment, but for all 
sales during that period. It was explained 
that the receiver of the consignment, having 
no interest in getting a higher price, lets 
the stock go for anything he can get. 

(4.). The sending of half-fat cattle to mar- 
ket was deplored as a menace to the indus- 
try. This practice, it was declared, ruined 
the market for prime cattle. Such half-fat 
cattle, it was agreed, should remain on the 
ranches or be shipped to Montana and other 
points needing feeder stock. 

(5.) Fred H. Bixby, president of the as- 
sociation, sald that in his opinion present 
market conditions were abnormal, and that 
he believed they would right themselves if 
cattlemen would refrain from glutting the 
market at this time. 

(6.) It was the opinion of all present 
that there was no over supply of cattle on 
the all-year basis, but that present troubles 
were due partly to the effort of too many 
producers to sel] their stock at one season. 

(7.) It was predicted that next fall would 
see a serious reduction in the number of 
cattle on hand in California, and resultant 
shortage of beef during the fall and ‘winter. 

(8.) Packers asserted that they had lost 


_ifrom $5 to $35 a head on cattle killed dur- 


ing the first four months of 1920, and for 
this reason were somewhat wary of con- 
tracting now for cattle tobe delivered in 
May. June and July. It was believed that 
better conditions would follow if cattlemen 
would hold on to their stock as long as 
possible, and where it.was necessary to let 
go, shin them out of the State.

Many of them 
had to buy kerosene-burning attachments for 
their carburetors, or get warming for 
their manifolds, and use a little gasoline to 
start with, but almost all report excellent, 
smooth operation, once the engine became 
heated up. 

In this dry climate, especially during the 
summers, the substitution of kefosene for 
gasoline in tractors and engines specifying 
gasoline is made easy. Heat, especially dry 
heat, assists in the breaking up of the kero- 
sene into a vapor which is readily com- 
busted in the motor. Once the tractor is 
warmed up in the morning, even if gasoline

It is hard to say what propor- 
tion of kerosene-burning tractors there are 
in Southern California. The big thing now 
is to adapt with complete success gasoline- 
burning tractors for the use of kerosene. 
Supplies of this fuel are plentiful and

money than in the East. Why, then, should 
riot the West lead atl parts of the United 
States in the use of kerosene on farms? 


When western crude oil is distilled, the

Some tractors use from 1% to 1% pounds 
of kerosene per brake horsepower hour. 
The average quantity of kerosene used in the 
North Dakota demonstration last year was 
3.77 gallons per acre plowed, or 66 cents. 
For five gasoline-burning tractors in the 
same demonstration the cost was 88% cents 
per acre, the fuel used being 3.26 gallons. 
Thus the consumption of kerosene was 
siightly greater than that of gasoline. To 
make the kerosene, gallon for gallon, go as 
far as the gasoline is the chief concern of 
the engineers at present. 

Really the kerosene tractor should con- 
sume no more fue] than the gasoline tractor. 
Some authorities claim that it should actual- 
ly use less, due to the greater heat value of 
kerosene. The thermal efficiency of an inter- 
nal combustion engine Increases with every 
increase in its compression pressure. Fur 
thermore, the compression of the charge re- 
sults in an increase of the power per unit 
volume of piston displacement, and permits 
the wse of lean gases, or leaner mixtures of 
rich gases, which otherwise would be unin- 
flammable. It is, therefore, of advantage to 
compress the charge to as high a pressure 
as is possible. The-ignition temperature of 
the explosive mixture varies with the com- 
position of the fuel and the strength of the 


mixture.

~ OTHER FUELS POR TRACTOR. 


Oil economists, almost unanimously agree 
that, sometime in the future, alcohol will 
become the universal fuel for internal 
combustion engines, because it will then be 
produced cheaply, and legislative obstacles 
to its manufacture will have been removed. 
An organized system of community alcohol 
stills im agricultural sections, to which 
farmers could bring their waste vegetable 
matter and receive in return a denatured 
alcohol, is the real solution to the present 
fuel shortage. Theoretically, there is no 
limit to the possible Micreased production 
of such a fuel. Practically, however, it 
will depend on the competition of other 
fuels and the price that the alcohol will 
bring in competition with these other fuels. 

Interest in the flash-tube steam boiler for 
tractors is increased since its successful 
use In farm tractors by an eastern manufac- 
turer. This manufacturer has marketed his 
machines in a small way, without advertis- 
ing, but each year has seen an increase in 
the number of his tractors sold and suc 
cessfully used. Cheap fuel ofls have been 
used to produce the steam. There is no 
more dependable .power than: steam for 
heavy duty work, and in addition steam 
overcomes some of the handicaps of gaso- 
line or kerosene motors—that of stopping 
to replenish fuel at frequent intervals. 

Substitutes for both gasoline and kero- 
sehe as motor fuels are constantly cropping 
up, and it is believed by many that within 
a few years at the most, a fuel which will 
readily be burned in tractors, and which 
will sell at approximately one-half the 
present price of kerosene, will be available 
for the motorized farm.

FROM TRACTOR WHEEL. 


Mr. Beebe .a farmer near Elgin, in Santa 


Cruz county, Ariz., was troubled with dirt 
collecting inside of the rim of his tractor. 
In order to prevent this, a thin board was 
placed across the rim at right angles to the 
inner surface and attached to the spokes 
on either side of the rim. This placed the 
board at an angle of probably 45 degrees 
and in such a position that every time the 
wheel revolved the accmulation of loose dirt 
was thrown to the outside of the wheel.

GREAT IRRIGATION 
PROJECTS UNDER WAY. 


PARKER (Ariz.)—About 100 men and 200 
mules are working on a ditch system on the 
Mohave reservation, to cover about 10,000 
acres of excellent Jand that is to be culti- 
vated this fall. About 6000 acres will be 
tilled by whites who have contracted with 
the Interior Department and the rest by 
Indians. It is expected that most of the 
area will be- planted to Pima long-staple 
cotton. The main canal will be fed from 
the Colorado by a thirty-sfx-inch Worth- 
ington centrifugal pump, with 225-horse- 
power engine that is capable of ie 
water is taken from a large desilting basin, 
from which it is expected there will be re- 
moved 2500 cubic feet of silt a week. 

. Plans will 
a gravity al system designed-to cover 
115,000 acres of reservation land, this in ad- 
dition to the area supplied by pumping. 
A party of seventy-five, headed by Engi- 
neer C. A. Engle, has been busy for more 
than six months surveying and estimating 
for levees, drainage system, the dam and 
the canal system. This field work has been 
financed by a Congressional appropriation 
of $104,000. ‘There even has been in 

a close soil survey. The dam is to be of 
the weir type, similar to that at Laguna, 
above Yuma. Its site is at Headgate Rock, 
a mile north of Parker. 

The white farmers of the reservation 
have their land under free leasehold for five 
years, conditioned upon the leveling, clear- 
ing and cropping of the tracts, which vary 
from fotty to 640 acres. Water will. be 
furnished from the pumping system at $3 
per acre. per annum. This is considered as 
equivalent to a lease with water at the rate 
of $18 per annum, a very favorable figure 
when contrasted with axricultural.rentals 
elsewhere in the trrigated valleys of the 
Southwest. Soldiers are to be-favored.

Festooned like a garland of jewels on the 
border of the Pacific, the isiands of Japan 
reach from the frost-sparkling evergreens of 
Karaguto (Saghalien,) off the coagt of St 
beria, to the brilliant, tropical verduré of 
Formosa, the southern half of which ts in the 
torrid zone. 


More than three thousand islands, thrown | 


ap by the volcanic forces beneath, make up 
the garland—many of them mere pin points 
the margins incrusted with a filigree of 
bays and inlets, the harbors, numbering 
fifty-six large and 290 smaller ones. The 
four important islands of Japan proper are 
Nippon, Shikoku and Kiushiua. 

_A land of beauty and color, of birds and 
fruits and flowers, its landscapes are made 
up of hills and valleys and lofty mountains, 
beautiful lakes, brogd plains and 


forests. Seventy per cent of the area fs 
covered with forests, many of them, in- 
Cluding the northern half of Yezo, not yet 
explored. Less than 20 per cent of the 
land is cultivated or supposed to be ca 


pable of cultivation. : 

Including Formosa, the Pescadores and 
the peninsula of Korea on the mainland, 
but not including the uninhab/tea islands too 
small to count, the entire empire be 
placed within the boundaries of California 
and Nevada, and still have plenty of room 
to spare. . 


Japan, or Nippon, Means Where 
the Sun Comes From. 
T= name Japan, or Nippon, is from the 
Chinese Jih-pen, the place where the 
sun comes from; and right here is a mad- 
dening hindrance to the geographical 
study of the Island Empire. Places have 
two names, nafive and Chinese (sometimes 
more,) any one of which may be used ip 
the text or on the map, to the student's con- 
fusion and despair."

T IS said that before the war with Russia

ITH clear consciences the persecutions

Raw Food. 


MONG dietetic theories that have been 
A advanced of late is that of eating only 
raw food. Of course this is not a new ‘een. 
“There is nothing new under the sun.” 

Cooking is a comparatively recent innova- 
tion in the history of the human race. When 
man, forced through some climatic cata- 
clrsm, or otherwise, strayed from his origt 
nal diet of fruit and nuts, and discovered 
the use of fire, he gradually introduced 
cooking. 

There is much to be said in favor of the 
raw food theory. To a great extent, cook- 
ing spoils food, from a health point of view. 
In cooking, the organic salts are largely de- 
organized, and changed into the inorganic 
form, in which form they cannot be used by 
the body, but are cast forth as intruders, 
ifke drugs. When vegetables are cooked, 
and the water is discarded, three-fourths of 
the most valuable qualities are lost. Then 
instinct calls for the lacking salts, and two 
or three times as much food is eaten as is 
necessary, laying the foundation of ill 
health, and causing an enormous waste of 
food. It is a fact that four ounces of raw 
food, eaten slowly, satisfies and nourishes 
more than half a pound of cooked food, 
swallowed in the usual way. 

Certain foods may properly be eaten raw 
—fruits, fresh and dried, salad plants and 
some vegetables, as radishes, young carrots 
and young turnips, also green e¢orn. 

The eating of raw Gereals, preached by 
raw food enthusiasts, is harmful to all ex- 
cept those who do hard manual Mabor, and 


have strong digestions. Many have been in- 


jured in this way. Ripe cereals should be 
dextrinized by dry heat. 

An M_D. friend, who is intelligent and pro- 
@ressive, and therefore meets with great 
success, writes to me as follows: 

‘I realize that you are perfectly right 
regarding a person having a strong stomach 
and strong teeth to handle raw food, buf so 
far fT have been very successful along these 
lines, by having them grind the raw food 
up and eating one class of food at a meal. 
Although I am not a mono-diet crank, yet ! 
see all through nature that mono-dieft is the 
only diet for every being in the natural 
state.

J. Dodson, M.D., writes: 

“Just now the midsummer madness is 
fly-swatting, and one of the infernal libels 
on the fly is its typhoid carrying proclivi- 
ties. Well, ‘swat the flies’ and you will get 
all the typhoid and other filth diseases you 
eare to have or take care of. ‘Swat the 
flies’ and for every case of typhoid you 
now have you will have twenty. ‘Swat the 
flies’ and allow typhoid germs to multiply 
ad libitum on carrion, on decaying vege 
tables and especially on stale food and 
sugar casks.” 

Charles E. Page, M.D., writes, in Life: 

“Flies are our fellow-sanitarians. Oceans 
of filth are by them consumed and trans- 
formed into the tissues of their healthy 
little bodies in the course of the “fly season.’ 
When you kill one fly early in the season, 
you kill a swarm of the busy little scaven- 
gers that would have been helping to pre- 
vent disease by helping us to ‘clean up.’
